Quite frequently when Republicans point out—and truth-!

to experimental legislation. 

That certainly is a program that challenges the New Deal! 
—and it cannot be laughed off for the reason that virtually all 
economic authorities contend it should be carried out. Until 
the New Dealers either put over a plan that will bring at least 
some improvement in conditions in the nation or demonstrate 
either the impracticability or impossibility of this Republican 
program they should quit harping on that ‘‘what would you! 
do”’ stuff. 

It has been the history of our country that Republican pol- 
ieies have invariably restored prosperity following periods of 
depression. Nothing the New Dealers have done has resulted 
in any permanent improvement. Experiment has followed ex- 
periment in a long series of attempts to pull the nation out 
of the depths of its worst depression—and its longest—but 
there is no improvement.
